MEXICAN OIL FIELDS 
ON FIRE; TOWERS 
FALLING LIKE CHAFF 
WORKMEN FLEEING 


The Amaltan Oil fields are on fire, 
with drilling towers falling like chaff 
and the workmen fleeing, according to 
reports received here describing ‘the 
greatest catastrophe in the history of 
the oil field.” The cause of the fire 
is not known, 

The financial loss cannot be 2stimat- 
ed, say the advices, which add that 
the conflagration dwarfs into insigni- 
ficance the Pordro del Llano conflag- 
ration. 

Columns of fire hundreds of feet 
high are covering the fields, it is de- 
clared, and efforts to suppress the 
blaze are considered hopeless. 

It is also feared that there will be 
some loss of life as the fire spread 
quickly from lot number 162 ,where it 
started other wells in the vicinity ex- 
ploding. 

The Amatlan field is one of the rich- 
est in the state of Vera Cruz.

OBITUARY 


JOHN AMBLER 


The news that John Ambler, one of 


the earllest settlers of the Wetaski- 


win district has passed away to the 
great beyond will come as a shock to 
the many friends in this city and com- 
munity, 

The late Mr. Ambler, who was stay- 


ing at the home of his sons, near Mann- 


ville, was sick only a short time, and 
passed away on the 17th inst, He was 
born in Yorkshire, England, seventy- 
one years ago, and came to Canada 
with his parents when quite young 
and lived in Ontario for many years.

Jeanette Youmans. About twenty-

He had been a member of the Can- 
adian Order of Foresters for thirty-six 
years, He leaves to mourn his loss, 
a widow, three sons, J. W., Frank and 
George, and one daughter, Mrs. Par- 
ker of Lacombe.

Kight thousand aeres of ofl Jands 
aut Windy Point, Great Slave Lake, 
changed hands on Tuesday evening, 
the big deal being consummated by 
Anderson and Brown Consolidated 
Limited. 

Acting in conjunction with and on 
behalf of British capital, the Edmon- 
ton firm signed the papers which re- 
present a very large amount of capital 
and which is being invested solely 
with the idea of development work. 

The contract represents an agree- 
ment to purchase four fifths of the 
interests held by Messrs, Stewart and 
Junkin, in the oil area at Windy Point. 
Over 8,000 acres are involved, there 
being 13 separate parcels of land which 
adjoin the holdings of the Imperial. Oil 
company on three sides. These claims 
were staked in 1912 under the old re- 
gulations. This is one of the largest 
oil lease deals which has been put 
through, and the fact that British cap- 
ital is interested is looked upon ag 
being significant.—Bulletin.

Such was the burden of a message 
sent out by the Farmers Party during 
the recent campaign. It was effec: 
tive, -but ‘untrue, in some respects. 
That is, it was half a truth, which is 
worse to combat than'a whole lie, 

Let: us examine this in the light 
of the dispassionate feeling which 
should exist after an election. It is 
quite true that the farmers produce 
the necessities of life so far as these 
are required by the residents of the 
towns and cities. 

Farmers produce no wealth; not 
one cent’s worth of wealth do they 
produce, They produce certain raw 
materials, which after manufacturing 
processes, are necessary for the use 
of others. No one eats plain. wheat; 
no one eats raw beef or pork; with 
few exceptions no one eats any raw 
stuff as it leaves the farm. All this 
raw material must be! made palatable 
to the taste of the consumer or it. is 
only wasted. 

Take then the position of the con- 
sumer. He is-the man who actually 
produces the wealth, Without the 
ALBERTA WOOD YARD consumer to take care of the produc: 

tion of the farm, that production — ts 

not wealth but waste. 

One end of the community cannot 
exist without the other. True, far- 
mers can go ahead and produce any

that quarter In brief there is an ab- 
solutely clear field before the United 
Farmers; let them go to it, in the lan- 
guage of the day, | 
There is nothing in the. situation to 
be specially alarmed about. That 
“an economic group” is taking. open 
charge of the administration of Alber- 
ta and of the Legislative Assembly 
appears to be a startling innovation; 
but the o¢currence is not really as 
strange as it seems. The control of 
J legislation and administration by a 
special group of interests hag not been 
unknown in the political history of 
Canada; indeed the revolt of the far- 
Mers which has now reached unex- 
| pected heights In Alberta is not uncon- 
nected with the conviction’ strongly 
held in rural communities that this: is 
the kind of government which Canada 
has had for a long time although it 
has been carefully disguised. Class 
government ig not desirable no matter 
from what source it comes; and this 
will doubtless be demonstrated — in 
Alberta unless the new government up- 
on taking office follows the example 
set by the Drury government and 
“broadens out" into a political party 
with a justification for ~ existence. 
Meanwhile, if the Alberta government 
can make agricultural conditions bet- 
ter, thus adding to the prosperity and 
contentment of the farming popula- 
tion, the other classes of the commun- 
ity will probably have little trouble 
in contentin gthemselves with _ pat- 
ience while the great exeperiment is 
being tried out. 

Mr. Wood is rather inclined to talk 
like a seer--the interpretation of his 
oracles and judgments is a matter -for 
the elect. But plainly, he holds firm- 
ly to the conviction that the movement 
which he heads, is capable of setting 
new standards of efficient and disin- 
terested public service. In a state- 
ment which he gave out after the el- 
ection results had been announced, 
M1. Wood said: 

“We have long had representative 
government but it has been govern- 
ment of the people by their own repre- 
sentatives, just as autocratic though 
not so tyrannical as the typical abso- 
lute monarchial government.' What 
the people want now is government 
throught their own representatives. 
This will be impossible as long as the 
elected representatives operate. the 
political machinery by which they 
themselves.are elected. The people of 
Alberta have spoken in no uncertain 
terins' against politician: representation 
‘—thig does not apply alone to the far- 
mers—it applies with equal force to 
labor and perhaps with greater force 
to the elected independents. 

“The members who have been elect- 
ed as representatives of the U. F .A. 
have been elected entirely for the pur- 
pose: of carrying on the business of 
the province. They will not have to 
devote their time, talent, and energy 
to political affairs themselves. The 
people are tired of electing represen- 
atives merely for the purpose of carry. 
ing on political activitles, and —here- 
after they/will) expect their elected 
representatives to confine their activi- 
ties strictly to the work . tor which 
they have been elected.” 


As we have indicated, this is some- 


what cryptic; but it leaves on the mind 
the impression that the Farmer repre- 
sentatives are going to foreswear all 
the weaknesses of the politicians and 
give the public pure disinterested ser- 
vice, unmixed by any of the political 
~ | considerations which sometimes have 
been known to effect the actions of 
public men-such as for instance the 
keeping in repair of political fences 
looking forward to another election. 
There is no objection to Mr. Wood 
setting up these new.and higher stan- 
dards—no doubt the country needs 
them . Though comparatively few of 
us in western Canada are, like Mr, 
Wood, from Missouri, we are all will- 
ing to be shown. If Mr, Wood can de- 
liver the goods he will not fail to reap 
his due reward, 

But Mr. Wood ought to attend to this 
job himself. When the United Far- 
mers meet in caucus, to pick the pre- 
mier, he will, no doubt, be the unani- 
mous choice, The mistake that was 
made in Ontario will doubtless be 
avoided in Alberta. In Ontario, J. J. 
Morrison, who was to the Farmers of 
Ontario what Mr. Wood is to the Far- 
mers of Alberta, declined the offered 
premiership, but as the sequel showed, 


he wanted to retain control neyerthe- | 


less. Mr, Drury could not see it that 
way and the result has been a con- 
flict of influences whieh threatens at 
times to destroy the farmers’ politi- 
eal movement in that province, Mr, 
Wood is the one man who is identified 
in the public mind with the Alberta 
development in the farmers’ movement 
he has neither understudies nor lieu- 
tenants. The policy which the elec- 
tors have endorsed is his; the engage: 
ments which the electors have accept- 
ed as satisfactory were made by him; 
his obligation to the electors to take 


y rer the powers and responsibilities

The Clover Bar: and Stony Plain 
crop areas are in fine shape and are 
showing every promise of good yield, 
In the Bon Accord district and in the 
country immediately north of Edmon- 
ton there will be cheavy crops, while 
the Grande Prairie and Peace River 
farmers are looking for an almost bum- 
per harvest. 

East of Edmonton, on the Canadian: 
National lines, the crops are reported 
as good, and especially in the Lloyd- 
minster district. On the C.P.R. line 
east of Wetaskiwin there promises to 
be fair crops. Other sections of the 
central and northern parts of the pro- 
vince vary in much. the same propor: 
tion_from_goodto better, ‘with an ay- 
erage well up to-scie, compared ‘even 
with. previous years: 

There hag been very little hail in 
any part of Alberta this year and the 
losses.on that score have been much 
smaller than usual. Damage by insect 
pests has also been restricted through 
vigilant efforts to stop the grasshop- 
per invasion in particular and the 
whole crop situation has therefore been 
reduced considerably in the past week. 

The oat crop is looking well, a 
good part of it being shot and devel- 
oping rapidly. The weather conditions | 
of the past ten days have been favor- 
able to plant growth, and the grain 
is thickening up in all the localities 
heard from, 

It is not expected that there will be 
any cutting of wheat in the middle- 
north country until about August 15. 
A little rye has been cut, ‘however, 
showing a good yield. 

Good-news comes also from the po- 
tato crop, which promises to be heavy. 
The acreage in potatoes is said to be 
about the same as last year, and from 
all parts of the district, as avell as

| GENERAL OF CANADA

IS VERY DEMOCRATIC; 


i 

A man who might have led a lige | 
of pleasure and ease, General Lord’ 
'Byng, of Vimy, the new governor-gen- * 
eral of Canada is a striking instance 
lof a young English aristocrat who put 
‘his nose to the grindstone and lived 
‘laborious days and made the best of! 
‘the gifts that God had given him. 
!“You know there is 10 special reason ; 
for me to do this work,” he once told 
| his army school master, when he was 
preparing for examination for entrance 
to the Staff College. “But rather than 
it should ever be sald that 1 attained 
advancement by any backstair intlu- | 
ence or favoritism, I am going to work 
my own way up.” 

He was then a captain and adjutant 
of the Tenth Hussars, and he worked 
tremendously hard. “I don't think | 


! 


| the captain ever goes to bed,” said his 


batman, “he is with those blessed old 
books all night.” 

A captain in a crack British cavalry 
regiment quartered in an English coun- 
try town can have a very good time. 
It must have required an iron will, a| 
rigid self discipline to cut himself off 
from the most of the social amenities 
of army life. Young Byng would steal 
away from the officers’ mess and go 
up to his room just at that agreeable 
time when the wit was beginning to 
flow. He would work hard until the 
early hours of the morning—a steady 
dull grind, That of course is the only 
way for a man of ambition. An of- 
ficer risks popularity in doing this al- 
though Byng was always very popu- 
lar for he was keen on sport and never 
took up an attitude of intellectual su- 
periority. 

After he had finished his course in 
mathematics, he got hold of a varsity 
man, a mathematical exhibitioner to 
coach him. It had been recorded that 
at infrequent intervals musical sounds 
would issue from Byng’s study. He 
had a fife and the little obligato work- 
ed out a solution to his problem. 

Lord Byng is the thirteenth child 
and the seventh son of the late Lord 
Stratford, His grandfather, Sir John 
Byng, was a field marshall at Water- 
loo. An ancestor, Admiral Sir John 
Byng was shot for fighting an unsat- 
isfactory action although there was no 
imputation against his honor or his 
courage. 

Lord Byng at Eton was very near 
the bottom of his form. He did not 
shine ag a scholar, Perhaps that was 
fortunate for his country for exception- 
al industry and success in boyhood 
sometimes mean slackness afterwards. 
During his early days the real charac- 
ter of Julian Byng became manifest. 
His subsequent career in many res- 
pects follows closely on the lines of 
that of many great Englishmen, who 
born to a life of leisure, but endowed 
with much brains and will power de- 
liberately choose a career of hard work 
requiring considerable self-denial, 

He did not go to a university. His 
father put him on a comparatively 
modest allowance, 


Lucknow, and first saw active ser- 
vice in Egypt. In the South African 
war he organized the South African 
Light Horse, This was a considerable 
feat for the majority of the men who 
composed this magnificient body were 
rough types unused to discipline, The 
story is told that when they knew that 
a young English dandy was coming to 
drill them they prepared for an amus- 
ing time. The young dandy turned 
out to be one of those who must be 
obeyed, There was no circus tricks 
when he was abont.

gave Byng three months’ leave, and 
when the happy bridegroom returned 
he was just in time for peace. 

Lord Byng’s record in the war is 
too well known to need any recapita- 
ulation, But I do not think it is yet 
fenerally realized that it was he who 
invented breaking through the enemy's 
lines by a tank mass attack without 
artillery preparation, which took the 
Germans entirely by surprise at Cam- 
brai and very near brough about ir- 
retrievable disaster to the German 
army. Both Ludendorf and Hinden- 
burg have admitted that they were for 
the time being completely outwitted 
by this entirely new strategy. Very 
few people know that Byng prepared | 
this Cambrai attack several months 
before it came off, It did not come 
sooner because the British high com- 
mand were already committed to the| 
protracted Passchendaele fight, It nae 
Byng who conducted the Sulva Bay 
evacuation without the loss of a sin-| 
gle man. | 

A very simple living man, moiest| 
and retiring, he and Lady Byng have

The outline of the mountains soon ap- 
pears, but. Edmonton is one hundred 
miles behind before the farm settle- 
ments are passod, This part is well 
watered by rivers and lakes. The rail- 
way follows tho route along the Atha- 
basca rover and once ‘the mountains 
were reached lofty peaks came in view. 
Thero was a keonnoss, and some ex: 
cltement, amongst those who had nev- 
or even the Rookles before, and very

few of the others had travelled the 
new route. Soon after Entrance the 
sateway to Jasped National Park, one 
of the great National reserves, the 
station called Jasper, was reached at 
8 o'clock, Automobiles, saddle ponies 
and wagons met the party at\the sta- 
tion, After a short ride a stop was 
made at Brewster's camp on a very 
beautiful sheet of water of a most pe- 
culiar shade, much like the better 
known Lake Louise. Here a stop was 
made and dinner served. The party 
then went up to the Maligne Canyon. 
The trail winds up the mountain side 
and often there is not room for two 
automobiles to pass between the cliff 
and the precipice. A look down the 
narrow canyon was obtained from a 
small rustic bridge thrown over. the 
gaping crevice, where the water was 
raging nearly two hundred feet below. 
A short distance down stream another 
view was taken, where the gorge was 
considerably over 200 feet deep. Here 
there was no bridge, but each of the 
party climbed or slipped down to the 
edge and held on to a lonely tree. A 
quarter of a mile farther on a lovely 
view of the valley, lakes, and sur- 
rounding mountains was obtained. 
This was one of the finest sights on 
the trip. Numerous wild flowers grow 
in profusion in the vicinity. 


Jasper Park is a game preserve and 
forest reservation of 4,000 square miles’ 
A fine townsite has been laid out at 
the station, with the government build- 
ing, a handsome stone structure, in 
the centre. Numerous roads- and 
trails have been built in all directions, 
and parties can find plenty of interest- 
ing places to visit. During the war 
an internment camp was at the park, 
and a great deal of road building was 
done by the prisoners, The Maligne 
river runs for a considerable  dis- 
tance underground, and strange to 
say is a much smaller body of water 
where it enters the Athabasca river 
than where it leaves Medicine Lake, 
ten miles distant. 


The original bed of the river can be 
followed for a long distance. It is 
now covered with moss. The. water 
in the canyon has been cutting through 
the mountains for ages, and in places 
the gorge is only ten feet wide. It is 
one of the spectacular sights of the 
rocky mountains. Mount Edith Ca- 
vell can be seen to advantage at 
Jasper, and plans are under way to im. 
prove the trails leading up to it. 


Colonel Rogers, the. superintendent, 
was commandant of Valcartier camp, 
and did much valuable service for 
Canada during the war. Practically 
all the officials at the park are re- 
turned men. SR

The first day was'a delightfully new 
experience, entered into with zest and 
enthusiasm, Many, old and young, 
made the trip up and down the trail 
on the saddle ponies, but a few tied 
their ponies to trees and got 4 lift 
home in a car. As the purk is full 
of game, many wild animals were met 
on the trails. 

At 4.30 in the afternoon, after ad- 
dresses of appreciation, songs | and 
cheers, the train left for greater al- 
titudes. At 7 o'clock the train stopped 
for half an hour to allow everyone 
to see the beauties of Mount Robson, 
13,069 feet high, and the highest peak 
of the Canadian rockies. Unfortunate- 
ly clouds covered the peak as the train 
approached, and they had not quite dis- 
appeared when the train moved out. 

Beyond Jasper a short distance is 

Geikie, the last station within the pro- 

vince of Alberta. Soon after the great 

divide was passed, and the journey 
down to Vancouver began. 

During the day spent at Jasper Park 

a heavy shower of rain, farther on in 
the mountains, caused a washout to 
an approach to a bridge and at mid- 
night the train ran on to a siding at 

Blue River, where it remained until 

ten the next day.

Premier Stewart was asked as to 
his attitude in regard to the possibil- 
ity of his own name being considered 
for the leadership of the new govern- 
ment.

The Scandinavian races are the 
most readily assimilable of Canada’s 
immigrants mixing freely and readi- 
ly with the Anglo-Saxons, inter- 
marrying, and avoiding the handicap 
‘which colony settlement gives to the 
iprogress of foreign people. They 
‘are deeply religious, adherents of 
‘the iatheran faith for the most 
part, and churches spring up wher- 
ever settlement takes place with 
social life centring there. A highly 
tiociable people they have their own 
social and political organizations 
wherever settlement warrants this, 
and their own,papers are circulated 
throughout Western Canada. From 
their first days in Canada they take 
deep interest in Dominion politics, 
turning readily to matters of gov- 
ernment, Several have attained the 
honors of the provincial legislatures 
whilst men of fhe Scandinavian race 
are to be found occupying public of- 
fices of every nature in the West. 
They are sincere and earnest stud-

The first settlers came to Canada 
from Iceland in the year 1872, but 
the real movement began in 1874 
when some five hundred left their 
native shores for the new continent. 
More than fifteen hundred new scet- 
tlers came in 1876, settling in Mani- 
toba and North Dakota. Since 1880 
thcy have come to Canada in a more 
or less uninterrupted stream from 
their northern homes, ; whilst the 
Dominion has received a substantial 
number of those who first settled in 
various parts of the Western United 
States. At the time of the 1911 
census there were 49,194 Canadian 
citizens who had been born in Nor- 
way and Sweden; 7,109 in Iceland; 
and 4,897 in Denmark. From 1900 
to 1919 there were admitted to Can- 
ada 6.646 citizens of Denmark; 4,501 
from Iceland; 20,618 from Norway; 
and 28,337 from Sweden. Of the 
Scandinavians in Canada 97.82 of 
the total are to be found in the 
four Western provinces. 

In Manitoba the greater number 
of these people centre about the city 
of Winnipeg and few are to be found 
elsewhere in the province, Large

ALBERTA DAIRYING 
INDUSTRY SHOULD 
BE MAINTAINED 


. 


In the opinion of.C. P, Marker, pro- 
vincial dairy» commissioner, dairy 
products in Alberta .are being main- 
tained notwithstanding: the fact that 
much lower prices now Prevail, espec- 
iallyfor butter, te \ 

Mr. Markeér, has just returned from 
British Columbia-where the dairy. sit- 
uation now looks somewhut better, al- 
though it has been considerably dis- 
turbed owing to the transition period 
from cleaning up on high price stocks 
which have been largely, imported from 
New Zealand and to some extent from 
the western states. : " 

From what he could guige, he stat- 
ed that there was not much likelihood 
of the importations of New Zealand 
butter being increased. -This in a nor- 
mal year ran to about two million 
pounds. <A greater interest was being 
daken in the dairy ‘jndustry in the sis- 
ter province, uthough the available 
land for that particular purpose was 
rather limited. 

In contrasting ‘conditions with. Al- 
berta, Myr. Marker stated that all 
was wanted here was, more people 
in the industry; there’ was ample 
land available while, the latter was a 
great handicap in ‘British Columbia. 

Replying to a question as to how 
it were possible for producers in the 
Edmonton district to sell milk and 
cream. cheaper’ than» in Calgary, Mr, 
Marker stated that Was a matter which 
entirely rested between the producers 
and the distributors. It might be 
possible that in the Edmonton  dis- 
trict there was more plentiful pastur- 
age within reasonable distance of the 
city and that milk and cream could 
therefore be produced':more cheaply 
than in Calgary.

40,000 LABORERS 
NEEDED IN WEST 
FOR HARVESTING 


ESTIMATE IS MADE IN WINNIPEG 
AT CONFERENCE OF 
OFFICIALS 


Winnipeg, July 25.—Forty thousand 
farm laborers will be required in west-! 
ern Canada to harvest this year’s crop. 
according to an estimate made at a 
conference of government employment , 
and railway passenger officials here 
today. It is estimated that 9,000 can 
be secured in the west and 35,000 will 
have to be brought in from outside 
points . Manitoba can furnish 5,000 of 
the 15,000 hands required to handle 
its crops; Saskatchewan can furnish 
2,000 of the 4,000 needed for work 
there. The first excursion train from‘ 
the cast will arrive in Winnipeg about 
August 8, and others periodically un- 
til August 24 and 25, The same re- | 
duced railway rates as during previous ‘ 
years will apply. Contrary to the us-' 
ual custom British Columbia will be! 
allowed to participate in reduced rates | 
for harvest hands, owing to the large 
number of available men in that pro- 
vinee, At the urgent request of the 
British Columbia government the rail- 
ways agreed to put a reduced rate 
into effect from Vancouver and Vic- 
torfa, Trains'run from these points 
will carry the men to Calgary and Ed- 
monton and from there they will be 
distributed at half a cent a mile rate 
to all points in the provinces of Al- 


\berta and Saskatchewan west of Re- 


gina, Saskatoon and Prince Albert, 
but not including these cities. The 
reduced rate from the Pacific coast is 
to be available only to mev. who are 
approved bona fide harvest laborers 
by employment offices in Vancouver 
and Victoria. The first train from the 
coast will leave Vancouver August 12,
